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The first show cause order on the sealing of asbestos 
spraying equipment is returnable at 10 A M today at a hearing 
in the off ice of Air Resources Commissioner Robert N - Rickles 

The order was served on the contractor at the World 
Trade Center for continuing to spray the dangerous mater lal with- 
out complying with the stringent handling of cleanup procedures 
instituted by Commiss ioner 1 s order Monday . April 13th- These 
interim regulations , the nation ' s first to control asbestos 
pollution, are attached. Final regulations will be written after 
full public hearings on the entire question of asbestos use- 
In the Commissioner's affidavit on the show cause order. 
Dr, Rickles stated that '^exposure to asbestos particulate may re- 
sult in lung cancer, me so t he L ioma and cancer of the per i toneum 
or the pleura. Medica 1 research has not as yet establ i shed 
safe levels of exposure to asbestos containing particulate 
However , there is evidence that short exposure at relatively low 
levels has caused cancer to develop many years after the initial 
exposure . »

Since the regulations were issued on April lLth. each of 
six active asbestos spraying sites have been kept under surveil- 
lance by departmental inspectors. In serving summonses on sices 
where there is an active spraying, air pollution inspectors must 
be garbed in the protective coveralls and respirators, the rules 
requ ired for anyone entering the site,, 
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
